Amateurs unerestedin rend- 
ering a public service are 
“‘closing ranks’’ inthe amateur 
radio Public Service Corps (A- 
RPSC), a combination of the 
AREC and the National Traffic 
System (NTS), to form a single 
strong facility to serve all agen- 
cies that need and desire the 
service we can supply, 

The requirements for im- 
plementation are basically quite 
simple. The AREC continues 
as heretofore, but with more 
emphasis on formal traffic 
handling, increased frequency 
of drills, and liaison with long 
haul facilities of the NTS, NTS 
also continues to operate as 
before (or better), But with 
more emphasis on emergency 


procedures, 
Emergency planning and pro- 


cedure are nothing new to NTS, 
nor is the advent of handling 
formal traffic to AREC par- 
ticularly here in Florida, As 
far as the majority of Florida 
nets and individual hams go, 
there will be little if any change 
in any organization, 

To blow the Florida horn 
just a little bit the union of 
AREC and NTS into the ARPSC 
is one which took place on a 
practical level here inthe state 
quite a few years ago. We are 
the first state to have a work- 
ing plan to cover the entire 
state, tieing’ in all of our re- 
gular nets into one smoothly 
functioning organization, The 
formation of the nationwide A- 
RPSC is a natural outgrowth 
of this demonstrated system 
of cooperation and functionali- 
zed organization, 

ARPSC is here now, It is 
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a wedding of the best points 
of the AREC and NTS, and 
a means of solving the problems 
of both individual systems, The 
support of each andevery ama- 
teur, whether he be an ARRL 
member or not, is needed in 
order to achieve the necessary 
and desired results, 

What kind of support? Easy-

SO OTHERS MAY SEE 


There are more than 60 eye 
banks in this U.S, and Canada, 
and as the eye bank movement 
progressed, it became evident 
that a cooperative program was 
needed for shipping eyes 
between banks to fill emergency 
corneal transplant require- 
ments, Sometimes there would 
be a surplus of eyes at one bank 
when other banks had an urgent 
need for them, Time --as well 
as a patient’s sight--was often 
lost because an eye could not 
be located, How could these 
unfortunate circumstances be 
eliminated? 

THE EYEBALL NETWORK 
was developed to fill the void 
in communication among eye 
banks, With jet aircraft, it 
is possible to ship eyes among 
all major cities of the world 
within the accepted ‘*good 
usage’’ time limit of 48 hours 
as prescribed by most ophthal- 
mologists, So that all available 
eyes would be used and all 
emergency requests could be 
filled, the Iowa Lions Eye Bank 
initiated a nation-wide com- 
munication system of amateur 
radio operators to provide this 
service to eye banks, This com- 
munication system called the 
Eyeball Network, has been in 
operation since December 20, 
1962, and within five months it 
was directly responsible for 
saving the sight of 55 persons 
on an emergency basis, andhas 
provided 39 eyes for other sight 
saving operations, 

REALIABLITY AND SPEED 
are the two prime reasons for 
the Eyeball Network, This has 
been achieved by operating the 
network in this manner; Every- 
day except Sundays amateur 
radio operators on the Eyeball 
Network check in with the net 
control station at 17:30 EST 
(1230 GMT) on 3970 ke, After 
preliminaries, the NCS asks 
“Are there any emergencies 
on the net this morning?’’ The 
station in Denver, for instance 
might reply, ‘‘Yes, the Denver 
eye bank has requested me 
to locate an eye for an emer- 
gency corneal transplant this 
morning, Will all network sta- 
tions please call their respec- 
tive eye banks and advise them 
to call the Denver eye bank 
collect as soon as an eye is 
available,’’ All net business is

MORE HISTORY 


*‘ELECTRONICS,”’  strickly 
speaking, is considered the art 
of electricity controlled by an 
electron devise such as a vac- 
cuum tube, atransistor, or even 
a diode, The term ‘‘elec- 
tronics’’ must have been coined 
around 1920, a time when 
*“‘wireless’’ was being for- 
gotten for the new modernterm 
*‘radio’’, In passing, some 
people think of wireless as 
**spark’’ and radio as ‘‘tube’’, 
this of course is not true, 


**Radiology’’, the scientific 
study of the rays from radio- 
active substances and their uses 
was often refered to by the 
layman as ‘‘that x ray busi- 
ness’’, long before the turn of 
the century, Why even radio- 
active RADIUM was discovered 
and named as early as 1898, 
From early literature, it is 
felt that the term ‘‘radio’’ was 
introduced to the highly scien- 
tific world about 1907 at about 
the time Lee DeForest intro- 
duced the triode, 


The leading exponents of the 
art of wireless in the early 
days wanted to hang onto the 
term ‘‘wireless’’; the British, 
to this day, won’t turn loose 
of this old obsolete expression, 
I never did like the expression 
anymore than the name‘ ‘horse- 
less carriage’’ they hung on 
the early automobile, Todays 
radio is far from being wire- 
less, though in the physical 
sense it is communication with- 
out wires, 


The Radio Act of August 13, 
1912 was world-wide in charac- 
ter, being written in London 
at the International Radio Tele- 
graph Conference and in effect 
was really an amendment to 
the SHIP ACT of 1910. Now 
little is ever mentioned of this 
famous Act of 1910as it con- 
cerned primarily ships at sea 
and provided that some kind 
of communication must be 
maintained whether it be by 
wireless or radio. So you might 
say that it was about this time 
that people in the know were 
trying to shake the old wire- 
less term, 


Funny thing! The first Ama- 
teur Licenses were calledCer- 
tificates of Proficiency, with 
Radio ‘Station Licenses later, 
Early hams grabbed onto the 
term wireless though official 


documents refered to the term 

radio, The cover of OST Num- 

ber One (Dec 1915) says “An 

Amateur Wireless Magazine’’ 

‘“‘The American Radio Relay 

League’’, Just for fun, we 

counted ‘* wireless’’ used 27 

times, ‘‘ radio’’ 58 times so that 

you could see the trend at this 

time. Of course ‘‘Ham’’ and 

*‘electronics’’ were unheard of, 

The inside front cover described 
‘the BEST and HANDSOMEST 

transmitter yet produced, Net 

price $7,50---don’t tighten your 

seat belt, this turned out to be 

a telegraph key, even micro- . 
phones were called trans- 
mitters in those days,

NEW FCC APPLICATION 
FORMS 


The FCC has issued a no- 
tice, quoted below, concerning 
a revised amateur application 
form designed for computor 
‘processing and scheduled to be 
in use sometime in November 
this year: 

*‘The Commission is in the 
process of revising and combi- 
ning FCC Forms 610 and 610A, 
the application forms used when 
applying for license and Ama- 
teur Operator, Amateur Station, 
Amateur Club Station, and Ama- 
teur Station under Military 
Auspices, This revised FCC 
Form 610 is designed for easy 
handling by electronic data pro- 
cessing procedures and will be 
used when applying for any of 
the aforementioned Amateur li- 
censes, including new, modi- 
fied, and renewed, . 

**This new (August 1963) ver- 
sion of the FCC Form 610 
is scheduled to be available 
for distribution on or about 
November 1, 1963, Under this 
time table, applications filed 
on older versions of the form 
(May 1963 and before) will not 
be accepted after November 
30, 1963.’ (From J, Huntoon 
Directors Letter 1173) 


NEW ECC EXAMINATION 
RULES 


Obviously concerned with the 
ineffectiveness of current pro- 
cedures for amateur examina- 
tions taken by mail, effective 
November 1, 1963, FCC has 
made some changes in our rules 
to tighten these procedures, 

After the effective date, 
necessary examination papers 
may be obtained only from 
FCC’s office at Gettysburg, Pa. 
no longer from the district 
engineer, Either the applicant 
or the examiner may request 
the papers, but they will be 
sent only to the examiner and 
will be returned only by him 
(not by the applicant), The re- 
quest must include; 

a) name and address of the 
applicant and the examiner; 

b) in the case of Conditional 
Class, the eligibility of the 
applicant ( more than 75 miles 
from a quarterly examining 
point, physical disability, or 
military service); 

c) the qualifications of the 
examiner to administer the 
exams (over. 21 years of age, 
and holder of anExtra, Advanc- 
ed, or General license, a com- 
mercial telegraph operator li- 
cense, or employment as a 
radiotelegraph operator by the 
U.S, government). 

No longer can there be two 
examing supervisors, one for 
the code test and another for the 
written portion; a single exa- 
miner must perform both func- 
tions, and of course meet the 
requirements as stated,

FCC REFUSES 


The Federal Communications 
Commission has rejected peti- 
tions for rehearing on license 
filing fees submitted earlier by 
the League and sixteen organi- 
zations representing other 
radio services, 


At the same time,FCC made 
minor changes in the schedule, 
including exemption for mili- 
tary recreation amateur sta- 
tions filed after January 1, four 
dollars for new and renewed 
licenses, two dollars for modi- 
fications, and twenty dollars for 
special calls provided for by 
Section 12,81, 


No fees will be charged for 
Novice licenses or RACES au- 
authorizations, 


AMATEUR F.C.C, REGS 


“The following amateur re- 
gulations are published for your 
information and guidance, Read 
them carefully please.” - 

12.28 Who may operate an 
amateur station, An amateur 
radio station may be operated 
only by a person holding a 
valid amateur operator license, 
Such station may be operated 
by the licensee only in the 
manner and to the extent pro- 
vided in his amateur operator 
license, Persons other than 
the station licensee, when 
operating such station, may op- 
erate it only to the extent and 
in the manner authorized to the 
licensee of the station and not 
exceeding the operating au- 
thority of such person’s 
own amateur operator license, 
When an amateur station is 
used for telephony, the station 
licensee may permit any per- 
son to transmit by voice, pro- 
vided during such transmission 
call signs are announced as 
prescribed by 12,82 and a duly 
licensed amateur operator 
maintains actual control over 
the emissions, including turn- 
ing the carrier on and off for 
each transmission and signing _ 
the station off after communi- 
cation with each station has 
been completed,

IN THE SPOT LIGHT 
ED BLATT W4RUR 
ST, PETERSBURG 


Ed’s interest in ham radio 
began at an early age but it 
wasn’t until he moved to Flori- 
da that he found time to devote 
to getting his license and as- 
sembling equipment to go on 
the air, Back in 1936 Ed was 
Assistant Postmaster at New 
Providence, New J ersey with 
a hobby of boating for which 
he had a license to operate 
party fishing boats, 

The onset of an arthritic 
condition, which even a trip 
to specialists in Germany did 
not check, finally caused Ed 
to be handicapped in his move- 
ments to such an extent he was 
confined to bed a greater part 
of the time. 

Ed and Martha (affectionately 
known as Sweetie) moved to 
Florida in 1941, hoping the gen- 
tler climate would alleviate the 
constant pain, Casting about 
for something to occupy his 
time he and Sweetie took up 
photography and it was not till 
the late 1940’s that Ed’s interest 
was again awakened in Ama- 
teur Radio, With his ingrained 
mental vigor and tenacity he 
quickly obtained a license, The 
first year or so he devoted 
to making contacts andhis per- 
fect CW made it a pleasure 
to work him, This is borne 
out by his stack of QSLs from 
all parts of the globe, 

In 1952 Ed began the first 
of his on-the-air code practice 
transmissions, starting on 10 
meters, In the effort to make 
the sessions available to a lar- 
ger number of people he ex- 
tended them to 40 meters and 
at the present time is on 6- 


_ 10-40 meters simultaneously. 


Ed’s equipment consists of a 
T5SI receiver, 32V2 trans- 
mitter, a home brew 2 meter 
transmitter and a lysco, For 
code practice transmissions he 
uses a HAI TO keyer, He not 
has a 50 foot beam, TH2 for 10- 
15-20 meters, topped by a 6 
meter ground plane, On 40 me- 
ters he uses a 11/2 wave cen- 
ter fed Zepp. Just recently 
he received a card from a ham 
in Niagra Falls, New York, 
advising him that he had re- 
ceived his code practice on 6 
meters, How’s that for DX on 
6? 

In June 1955 at the South- 
eastern Convention at St. Peter- 
sburg Ed was presented with a 
scroll denoting theSoutheastern 


Division Award for outstanding 
service to Amateur Radio, He 
also received a plaque fromthe 
St. Peterburg Amateur Radio 
Club for his achievement with 
his code practice sessions, 

Other Honors are: FLORIDA 
SKIP AWARD--Certificate In- 
ternational Handicappers Net 
in which he became a full mem- 
ber in June of 1962--WAS-- 
WAC--also RCC (Hi) --Ed has 
individually assisted many area 
hams to obtain their licenses 
in addition tohis practice trans- 
missions which passed the 1000 
mark last year, 

His contributionto ham radio, 
especially in our area deserves 
tribute beyond our meager 
means of giving it, The help 
so willingly given for the pro- 
pagation of Amateur Radio 
makes us feel proud and hum- 
ble to be considered one of his 
associates within the realm of 
ham radio, May your very bright 
star shine with greater bril- 
liance Ed in the years to come 
and some of your devotion to 
ham radio and your fellow man 
rub off on each of us your

OPERATING ABOARD SHIP 
Editors note; Here is another 
letter, in part, from Bill Cos- 
tello, KAPAE/MM who is radio 
officer aboard the Research 
ship John E, Pillsbury near 
Dakar.) 

It is now Septemver 8th at 
2300 GMT nd this finishes 
another long day for me, Yes- 
terday and to today were sig- 
nificant as yesterday we cros- 
sed the Equator line at 20 West 
and I received my first com- 
mercial radio-telegraph mes- 
sage at sea, Today we had the 
Neptunus Rex ceremonies, very 
briet as we are all quite busy, 
Today I transmitted my first 
commercial radio-telegraph 
message at sea, I will 
remember these contacts well 
as I did this using A-2 a jury 
rigged tape recorder as an os- 
cillator, This was necessary as 
I must relay through the Rus- 
sian Research vessel, Mikhail 
Lomonosov, ‘‘UQIH,’’ some 350 
miles to the ENE of us, The 
operator does not speak En- 
glish and I don’t speak Rus- 
sian so we arranged a daily 
sked shoreside in Dakar pre- 
viously, He requested that I 
use this mode, We are unable 


to contact any shore stations 
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whatsoever with our 85 watt 
radiophone which is our only 
transmitter, We would be com- 
pletely out of touch if not for 
this line Russian ship, Long 
live the Ruskys, They have been 
relaying through WSL, 

We were unable to obtain any 
supplies worth a darn in Dakar 
and so now, a little over a 
week out of Dakar with some 2 
weeks to go, there is no des- 
sert at all, Not the first drop 
of any milk or furit juice, 
Haven’t had a salad since leav- 
ing Miami, Can’t wait for my 
next taste of ice cream, The 
reefers are not of adequate 
size for these cruises with this 
many men and so must be used 
only for essentials, However we 
make out and this has brought 
the crew closer together, 
Roughing it together soto speak, 

Today I fixed the first trouble 
that has developed in our new 
$40,000.00 Decca radar we in- 
stalled in Dakar, I nearly pan- 
icked thinking I’d never fix a 
goofy mess like that, low and. 
behold, after much perusal, IT 
IS AGAIN WORKING and the 
Captain and scientific personal 
are finding new hope for sparky, 
See you next month,

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A-1 OPERATORS 


The following quotes from 
‘‘Operating an Amateur Radio 
Station’’ give the requirements 
for nomination for this award, 

‘This club is to promote a 
high calibre of operating in the 
amateur bands, To become a 
member, one must be nominat- 
ed by two operators who al- 
ready belong. Inchoosing oper- 
ators for the A-1OperatorClub 
the following points are con- 
sidered by members: 

(1) GENERAL KEYING . 
Well - formed characters and 
good spacing will beconsidered 
before’, “°speed’’s* similarly, 
good voice operating tech- 
niques, clearness, brevity, co- 
operation with other operators, 
careful choice of words, etc., 
may be used as criteria in 
nominating phone operators, 
(Credit is given for use of 
standard word-lists inidentify- 
ing calls and unusual expres- 
sions), 

(2) PROCEDURE, Use of 
correct procedure is a natural 
qualification, Long CQs, un- 
necessary testing, long calls 
without signing, too much re- 
petition when not requested, and 
other poor practices, are 
grounds for disqualification. 

(3) COPYING ABILITY, This 
is to be judged by proficiency 
in copying through QRM,QRN 
and other difficulties, and ac- 
curancy of copy, as well as 
speed, 

(4) JUDGEMENT AND COUR- 
TESY.. The CuL.13- i type 
operator can never make the 
grade, An operator should be 
courteous and willing to con- 
sider the other fellows view- 
point. He should QRS or QSZ 
without ‘‘crabbing’’ when re- 
quested, He should embrace 
every opportunity to assist be- 
ginners and to help them along, 
The four points to be considered 
by A-1 Operators in weighing 
candidates are applicable to all 
phases of amateur radio operat- 
ing. Each counts a possible 
25 points (of 100 total), No 
operator nominated should have 
a rating of less than 15 in any 
qualification, The total must be 
80 or over to Warrant a re- 
commendation, Any particular 
phase of operating embraces the 
four basic points, plus certain 
additional considerations allied 
with that type of operating, The 
traffic man should prove his 
ability to handle traffic ac- 
curately, indicate a working

knowledge of net procedure, and 
be willing to accept responsi- 
bility when called upon to do 
so, The operator primarily 
interested in DX should be 
weighed on his compliance with 
the recommendations of the 
ARRL DX Operating Code, his 
ability to work DX under dif- 
ficult conditions, and his cour- 
tesy in waiting for a station 
to complete a contact before 
calling him. 

Regarding disqualification, 
After an operator has been no- 
minated if exception shall be 
taken, or complaint made of 
faults in his operating work, 
copy of such complaint shall 
be sent to him in order that 
he may profit from construc- 
tive suggestions or explain the 
circumstances, In the event 
of a number of objections to 
a nomination or lacking a satis- 
factory explanation, the call 
may be added to a ‘‘dis- 
qualified’’ list on record at 
Headquarters, The A-1 Opera- 
tor Club should include in its 
ranks every good amateur oper- 
ator who follows standard prac- 
tice after he gets on the air. 
Aim to become an‘‘A=1 Opera- 
forse 

To the above can be added: 
no operator ever ‘*‘ ASKS FOR”’ 
a nomination to the Club, He 
must be recommended for the 
award on a voluntary basis, 
A-1 membership is an honor, 
one that should be earned purely 
by constant observance of the 
highest standards of operating 
proceudure, courtesy, judge-

Here is an experiment in 
UHF antenna construction, A 
box chain type of sterba cur- 


tain antenna can be made of 


300 ohm air space television 
transmission line, that has the 
insulators already built in at 
every six inches, 

Cut both wires half way be- 
tween the insulators, (add a 
few inches for 420 mc, - but 
for 1296 cut some off), For 
instance prepareten insulators, 
Place one insulator pointing a- 
way from you, with two wires 
pointing up and two wires point- 
ing down, The left hand top 
wire should be bent away from 
you, and the right hand top 
wire should be bent toward you, 
Assemble by soldering and 
twisting the ends, Many more 
elements may be added and used
